RAYER is the Duty both of Soul and 
Body; it is an humble Addreſs un- 

to God, for whatſoever we ſtand in 
need of, either in relation to this Life, or 
that which is to come. The firſt Part of 
this Duty is Confeſſion; which is the ac- 
knowledging of our Sins in all Humility, 
before the great Author of our Being. 
Now Confeſſion is Twofold ; general, and 
particular - The general is, when we 
confeſs oul; we are ſinful, without na- 10 
ming any Particulars, which indesd be- 
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2 The Mhole Duty of Pzayer. 

longs to publick Prayer, but the acknow- 
ledging our Sins to God is very neceſſary, 
whether publick or private : Particular 
confeſhon is when we exprels the ſeveral 
forts and acts of our Sins, and what ill 
Habits we are moft prone to; this is pro- 
per for private Prayer, and ought often 
to be uſed, for we cannot repeat it too of- 
ten our fouleſt Sins which we are to guilty 


of, nor cannot enough bewail our own 


Unworthineſs in committing them. 
THE next part of Prayer is by way of 
Petition, which is begging of God what- 


ever we ſtand moſt in need of, either for 
our Souls or Bodies: Firſt, For our Souls, 


we muſt beg Pardon and Abſolution for 
all our Sins, in the Name of Jeſus Chriſt, 


who obtained it with his Blood. Second- 


ly, We muſt earneſtly beſeech the Grace 
and Aſſiſtance of God's bleſſed Spirit to 
enable us to forſake all Sin and Wicked- 
nels, and'to live in Obedience to him: 


Then it will be very neceſſary to beg all 


theſe particular Graces, Faith, Hope, Cha- 
rity, Love, Zeal, Puricy, and Repentance. 


If thou arc Proud pray for Humility 3/1 
Luſtful for Chaſtity; if guilty of Glottony 


pray for Temperance; and ſo for all other

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N petitioning, for our Bodies, we are
